Bedford: Geological Formation—Jnnlata

Springs—Bedford Mineral Springs* 


As the mountains are about Jerusalem 


so they stand around Bedford and make 
it "beautiful cf situation." On the east 
Dunnings mountain sweeps down from 
the northwest with a majestic curve to 
the beautiful canyon of the Juniata, 
•where—as Evitt's mountain—it bends 
rapidly but gracefully to the southwest, 
presenting an unbroken semi-circular 
wall over 500 feet in height for a distance 
of 25 miles, both northward and south- 
ward. On the west "Wills mountain rises 
gradually from a broken hill for a dis- 
tance of two miles to the soutir.vest and 
then ascends very rapidly to Kinton's 
knob, and there towers upwards of 1000 
feet and, like a sentinel, overlooks the 
hills, the valleys and the farms of Bed- 
ford county and a considerable portion 
of Maryland. Between these mountain 
ramparts nestles the beautiful little Cum- 
lieiland valley. Midway in the valley 
Central Hill, a massive limestone geo- 
logical upheaval, stands over 300 feet in 
height, which with a trend from north- 
east to southwest traverses the valley 
from Bedford to Cumberland, and also 
extends northward. 


The Juniata river in seme early cat- 


aclysm rent asunder the very heart of 
the hill and left on each side a rock-jut- 
ting promontory as silent but eternal 
witness of its Titanic force. 


The northarn bluff is known as Ander- 


son's Hill, so called after its owner, Dr. 
-Tohn Anderson. The southern is known 
as Larclay's Hill, so called after its o^vn- 
tr. Col. Hugh Barclay. 


On account of the conformation of the 


hills Bedford sits queen-like, enthroned 
on the gentle slopes of Barclay's hill 
\\ith the azure dome for a crown, the 
enfolding gieen hills for a vesture and 
the blue Juniata for a laver. The town 
is founded upon a rock. Underneath there 
rre five rocky acute anticlinals, the in- 
tervening synclinals being filled with 
limestone clay and sand. A stratum of 
yellow sand runs under the court house 
rnd the Baruett building and a stratum 
if red sand under the Presbyterian 
<hurch and a little east of the Bedford 
House. 


The great charm of Bedford is the 


1 eautiful 
and ever-changing scenery, 


tthich never grows monotonous. The 
eye never tires gazing upon the pano- 
nmic view of mountains, hills, valleys, 
f inns and floating clouds, 


JUNLVJA ISLAND. 


The Juniata river, at the west end of 


t-nxn near Elm Bank makes a gentle 
r istward curve and at this point a gravel 
(Uoal deflects a small stream known as 
J ittle creek towards the town palisade 
rlong whose base it flowed to Richard 
ctreet where it again united with the 
nain stream. The island thus formed 
extended from West street to a point 
<• >me CO feet below the Richard street 
1 ridge where there was a famous fishing 


The island had an average elevation of 


(ight feet above low-vater mark but in 
li'gh floods it was entirely submerged. 
-\ecording to the town plan the lots 
o-i the north side of Pitt street extended 
o.-er the island, and were cultivated as 
;, miens. 
There were summer houses 


c-iclosed with lattice work on nearly all 


I,' 
the loti on the palisade overlooking the 
i-land and the river. These were crowd- 
e* 1 with young folks in the evenings. 


self near the Indian's hiding place, and 
when the o,d Indian made his usual call 
he was shoo. The hill was the resort of 
wild anima's and I remember when two 
large bears were shot on it within sight 
of the towr. The h'ttle ravine lying be- 
tween the nigh ledge of rocks and the 
cemetery was for years the receptacle for 
all dead animals, but thanks to the vul- 
tures, crows and other unclean birds, 
their carcasses were soon stripped of 
flesh and their bones were bleached by 
the sun. This place has ever since been 
known as Hoise Heaven. In the course 
of many years many tons of hones 
whitened the ravine, but about 30 years 
ago when bones were worth $00 per ton 
fer fertilizer, Samuel Bucher, a hustler in 
his own way gathered up all these bones 
and hauled them to. Hollidaysburg ivheie 
he «old them at remunerative prices. 


My father graded and made a path 


over this hill beginning near the present 
weigh-scales and crossing the hill near 
the depression in Hafer"s pear orchard 
to his farm now owned by Mr. Sammel. 
This path is still in existence. When a 
boy I traveled over it a great many 
times. 
These beautiful hills, Barclay's 


and Anderson's, once covered with large 
and stately trees have been so denuded 
that they may now, with great propriety 
be called "bald hills." 


THE TOWN SPRINGS. 


From the great number of springs, 


medicinal, limestone, mountain and soft 
which issue in great volume from the 
hills and mountains about Bedford it 
may safely be inferred that there exists 
a strong hydrostatic pressure which 
forces the outflow of these waters. 


Three of these springs are -within the 


town limits. Two of these were set apart 
for public use by the Penns. The soft 
water spring on Barclay's Hill is a very 
valuable one. It was utilized about 1814 
•uhen the town authorities built a reser- 
voir near the spring and laid pine-log 
pipes from it to some six public hydrants 
placed in the central part of the town, 
as follows: On Penn street in front of 
the old jail and in front of the PJddle 
(now Corle) house; on Juliana street in 
fiont of J. P. Reed's office; on Pitt 
street near the alley of the Hoflus 
lot. now Mrs. McCullough's; at the cor- 
ner of Juliana and Pitt streets, near 
Hartley's bank, where tHerc was a large 
watering trough into which the water 
flowed day and night. Here the horses, 
cattle and dogs of the town resorted to 
quench their thirst. The boys patron-

father built a foot bridge over 


i ittle creek to the island and had an 
excellent garden. Humphrey Dillon, v.ho 
1 ?pt the Washington Bouse, built a 


•v oodcn road bridge to tne island. 
He 


r'-o elected a log stable and a frame 
1 vth-house thereon. A short time after- 
\ ard an Irishman with his family moved 
i ito the bath-house. Regularly every 
-;>ring. as long as they occupied it, the 
1 igh flooda created intense excitement 
a.nong the town people. The water sur- 
lounded the house and every moment 
tiie mad torrent threatened to sweep it 
i vay with its occupants. During the ex- 
citement the Juliana bank of the river 
« as thronged with spectators who wit- 
n 'ssed the danger -with fear and tremb- 
1,'ig when strong and daring men rescued 
the family in small boats. Finally the 
1 lidge, the log stable and the bath-house 
c'isappeared under the corroding touch 
c I storm and flood. 


A lane or road led from the north bank 


< f the river up the line of the present 
.Juliana street to an intersection with 
t'ie township road beyond the cemetery. 
1 [any years ago this was vacated and 
c'osed. 


Since that time (1S27) the erosion 


^ hic-h began at the lower end of the 
i land, according to a h\ed law, has 
i ,'aily swept it away, except a small por- 
tion .it the upper end from -which the 
s 'il has been carried off and replaced 
v ith mountain gravel. 


THE OLD "WOODEN BRIDGE. 


This bridge spanned the united streams 


nt Richard street. 
It was wide, open 


i id uncovered, and therefore admirably 
n lapted as a suitable place for viewing 
t'ie grand scenery around the town. It was 
a favorite resort of the chizens at all 
limes. The young people, aid especially 
t'ie academy girls and boys came in 
; reat numbers with gleeful hearts and 
1 uovant spirits. They spent many hap- 
f .• hours ia enraptured admiration, gaz- 
i !<• upon the fiery glow of the sun climh- 
i ig over the mountain tops the flitting 
shadows of the clouds upon the hillsides, 
i'ie gorgeously-tinted skies as the sun 
vent over the western bills, the starry 
1 eavens and the bewitching moon. Many 
ardent friendships were formed upon this 
trysting bridge between merry and hap- 
py lads and lassies wliich in after years 
>.-ere indissolubly bound with silken 
cords. But this dear old bridge had to 
succumb to the progress of the age. It 
\,AS torn down and rebuilt by the Bed- 
ford and Hollidaysburg Turnpike com- 
],any and in recent years that bridge 
was replaced by the county with the 
piescnt iron structure. I think that 
e\ cry living person who was a friend of 
that clear old bridge will give a- sigh of 
regret. 


THE RIVER'S BANKS. 


Along the north side of the river there 


v, as a wide meandering path for more 
than a mile, both above and below the 
bridge, carpeted with grass and lined with 
stately elm, sycamore, hickory, butter- 
nut and other trees. The young people 
spent many pleasant days and evenings 
piomenading over these green and shady 
links and the boys had their fun too; 
for the freshets had washed out the earth 
f i om under the trees, making large holes 
under their roots. These holes became 
the blissful homes of eels, catfish, suck- 
ers, frogs and muskrats. We-thought it 
gicat sport to reach into these holes and 
pull out the fi-h and frogs. But occa- 
sionally we caught water snakes insteac 
of fish and it is needless to say we drop- 
ped them without ceremony whatever. 


But alas! these pleasant paths, these 


sii.uly banks, these beautiful trees, like 
the island, have all been carried away 
bv the devouring floods. 


ANDERSON'S HILL. 


In early days this hill was a hiding 


place for hostile Indians who frequently 
fired from their lair upon Fort Bedforc 
and the people of the town. In the olc 
Stiffler and Funk taverns and perhaps in 
other houses built on the town palisade 
there were many loop-holes through 
which the occupants returned the In 
clians" fire. 


Tradition says that an old Indian wa 


in the habit of concealing himself behinc 
fallen trees and then imitating the cal 
of a wild turkey gobbler, and when th 
l.unter was attracted by the call to th 
^pot he was shot by the Indian. In thi 
v ay several white men were killed. Bu 
finally the trick was discovered and 
fearless and expert hunter went out -<tt] _ 
early in the morning and concealed hin 


ized the hydrant quite as much as the 
dogs. 
(It would be a good thing for 


some public-spirited citizen to place a 
fountain in the public square for men 
and beasts). There was also one in front 
of the David Espy house, now Mowery's, 
opposite the Bedford House. 


The other spring granted to the town 


was a very large limestone spring which 
issued from the foot of Barclay's Hill, on 
Thomas street near the Little creek. It 
was enclosed with a wooden box some 
twelve feet square and four feet high. 
The Vvater gushed up from under the 
rocks in sufficient volume to turn a mill; 
it was pure crystal, sparkling and cold, 
and was a favorite resort of the whole 
tonn, especially in hot weather. With 
proper mechanical devices the water 
would have supplied the town abundant- 
ly; hut like all the good and perfect 
gifts given us from above—we misuse, 
debase and destroy them. This grand 
spring has been so polluted that it can 
no longer be used by man or beast. It 
is now only a sewer discharge, with a 
stable standing on its very edge. 
To 


moralize—I believe the people in 1827 
drank more pure water and less bad 
whiskey than the people now drink. 


There is also another similar large 


limestone spring at the western end of 
town but it is very little used as in high 
water it is overflowed. 


The reason -\\liy the town erected only 


six hydrants was probably because that 
number supplied the central part of it 
whcie it was very expensive to sink wells 
on account of the great depth of the 
water. (The late James M. Russell sank 
a well 100 feet in depth on his lot near 
the public square and failed to- get 
water.) The people who resided in the 
less elevated parts of the toivn generally 
had pumps. 
I remember at least 10 


veils and pumps near Pitt and Richard

January 16, 1875, and soon after his 
death the deceased moved to Bsdford 
where she kept a private hoarding 
house for some time, afterward breik- 
ing up the boarding house and living 
with her son, Harry Gilehrist.

recent years she had been making her 
home smong her three children, Har- 
ry, Mra. Joshna Points 
and Mrs. 


Corle. She is survived by eight sons 
and two daughters, namely, James A,, 
and John Gilchrist, of Marietta, 0.; 
Oliver, of Macksburg, 0 ; J. Wood, of 
Altoona; Frank P., of Cumberland; 
Robert H., ci Philadelphia; Harry, 
David, Mrs. John I. Corle, of Bedford, 
and Mrs. Joshua Points, of Belden. 
One bt other, William Manspeaker, of 
Bay's Cove, also survives her. Funeral 
services were held at the home of 
Mrs. Corle Tuesday morning,conducted 
by deceased's pastor, Rev. A. X. G. 
Apple, of the Reformed church, of 
which she was a member for 67 
years. Interment waa made in the 
graveyard adjMnirg St. Paul's Re- 
formed church, Cessna. Rev. Bausmin, 
of Cessna, assisted in the service at the 
grave. 


Mrs. Gilchrift was possessed of a 


sweet disposition, end always had a 
smile and a word for old and young 
alike. 
She was always ready and 


willing to lend a helping hand but no 
mEtter how feeble her condition never 
wanted to be waited upon.

THE GREEN LANE. 


This lane ran from the junction of 


John and Uecliord streets iu a southwest 
line across the present extension of Rich- 
ard and Juliana and thence over the 
central hill to Shoier's valley, a few 
miles south of Bedford. 
S<oroe years ago 


that part of Green Lane as f.ir as Juliana 
treet was vacated and the other part 
as removed fiutlier -\\est. 


TIIE RACE LANE. 


That part of the present Penn street 
•om the old red mill, now Prosser's, to 
last stieet ^as called Race Lane on ac- 
ount of its frequent use for horse rac- 
g. Some five or six sporting men in 
edford kept fast and blooded lace horses. 
Ticir principal occupation was horse 
icing. They were always on the look- 
ut for horse drovers, who then in great 
umbers passed through Bedford on the 
ay to eastern markets, and challenged 
lem to run their fast horses for a purse, 
jid when no stranger came along these 
ockeys ran races with their own horses. 
Hien a horse lace was on hand many of 
lie men and boys of the town turned out 
o witness it. There was always a great 
oal of betting and as a consequence 
hc-e races were very demoralizing. The 
ettei' portion of the citizens were op- 
o?ed to them and often times an officer 
f the law, in accordance with his duty, 
•ent on the ground for the purpose of 
eizing the race horses; but invariably 


riders, doubtless under instructions, 


s soon as they got a glimpse of the 
flicer dashed down the turnpike with 
leir steeds as rapidly as possible. It 
vas most amusing and disgusting to see 
le crowd, on the appearance of the of- 
cer, getting over the fence into the 
orn fields for concealment. It was only 
fter the death of several of these jock- 
vs that the racing ceased, but the name 
Race Lane" icroains to this day. The 
bove-mentioned officer was my father, 
'eter Schell, then an associate judge of 
he county. "When I look hack and con- 
ider the obloquy and denunciation heap- 
el upon him by these sporting men and 
heir cronies I can only admire his moral 
ourage in the conscientioiis discharge of 
is public duty in fearlessly stopping 
hese races. 
THE BEDFORD MINERAL SPRINGS. 


The land on which these springs flow- 


ras taken up by Josiah Shocnfelt, on 
^hover's run in 1707. He conveyed the 
ame to Frederick Naugle in 1772. I am 
>f the opinion from the records that the 
tone mill was built by Frederick Naugle 
bout 1797, for iu 179S the tract of land 
ras sold by Sheriff Bonnett to Robert 
Spencer, presumably for the debt in 
erecting the mill. A few months there- 
after Spencer sold the same to Dr. John 
\nclerson. In 1S04 Nicholas Shauffler dis- 
xnered the mineral springs. Dr. Ander- 
son then made some improvements. He 
;rected a bath-house and one or more 
warding houses. In 1S16 he sold the 
j\vo mineral springs on the east bank of 
Shover's run and the sulphur spring in 
:he mill dam, together with the bath- 
louse, the walks and cei tain adjacent land 
to the managers of the Bedford Mineral 
Spring company, reserving the boarding 
house and all lands not granted. The 
managers were Dr. John Anderson, 
Johnathan Walker, William Watson, Jo- 
siah M. Espy and Samuel Riddle. This 
company made considerable improve- 
ments, and the several subsequent com- 
panies made still greater and more cost- 
ly ones. Mr. Samuel Bancroft has so 
greatly and extensively improved the 
buildings and grounds that today there 
is no more superb, comfortable and de- 
lightful watering place in the United 
States. They have been patronized by 
presidents of the United States, gov- 
ernors of many states. United States 
senators and congressmen innumerable, 
cabinet officers, generals of ths army, ad- 
mirals and commodores of the navy. In 
f.ict the public men of many states, in 
all callings, with the most beautiful and 
accomplished ladies of the country have 
met here time and time again; and to- 
day as never before do they pay their

A FATAL RIDE. 


lonng Man Killed Near Hyndman In Effort 


to Get Off Train. 


HTNDHAM, March 6 —John Hoover, 


the fourteen-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. D. Hoover, of this place, was 
instantly killed last Saturday morn- 
ing at Welch's on the B. & 0. R. R., 
five miles west of Hyndmnn. The un- 
fortunate lad went to Fairhope on tee 
B. & 0. accommodation, leaving nere 
at 7.30 a. m., and after distributing 
some advertising matter at that place, 
boarded a freight train to return as 
far as Williams station, where his 
brother Roy ia employed as a telegraph 
operator 
The train increasing in 


speed rapidly, ia supposed to be the 
reason for his attempt to get off at 
Welch's about one-fourth mile west of 
Williams, with the disastrous result 
above mentioned. The remains were 
brought to his home on the B. & O.

Bp»ce to the full 
text of the Primary 
Election law 
en- 


acted by the last session of the state 
legislature. 


The uniform primary election law as 


finally adopted by the legislature pro- 
vides that after Novercbjr 1, 1906, two 
primaries sha1.! bs held each year in 
every election district of this common- 
wealth in which nominations are to be 
made or delegates or party cmesrs 
elected. 


Oae shall be held on the fourth Sat- 


urday before the February election, to 
be known is the winter primary; the 
other shall beheld on the first Satur- 
day of June, except in years when a 
President of the United Stat:s is to bo 
elected, in which year it shall be held 
on the s?coni Saturday of April, to be 
known is the spring primary. 


Dalegitss to stite ard nationr-! con- 


ventions, except delegates-at-lirge to 
national conventions, which shall be 
elected by the stite convention, shall 
be elected at the spring primary, by 
any party or bo3y of electors, one of 
whose candidates nt either the general 
or February election preceding, polled 
2 per centum at the largest entire vote 
cast in the stite for any candidate at 
the last general election. 


Candidates fcr all cffhes to b3 filled 


at the general election, except of those 
nominated by nation il or state conven- 
tions, shall ba nomicatsd at the spring 
primary. 


Candidates for all offices t3 be filled 


at the February election shall be nomi- 
nated at the winter primiry, and such 
party officers as are provided for by 
the rules of the several political parties 
to be elected by vote of the party e!ee-. 
tors, shall be elected at either or both 
primaries by any political purty. 


On or before Ih5 ninth Sa'.urda? pre- 


eening the spring pr miry the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth shall send 
to the county coaimUsioners in each 
country a written notice setting forth 
the number of congressman and officers 
of 
the commonwealth, net nomin- 


ated by state conven'ions, to be elec- 
ted or voted for at the next succeed- 
ing general election. 


On or before the sime date ths chair- 


men of the state committee o! etch 
party shall send to the county commis- 
sioners a -written notice setting forth 
the number of delegates ta to bs elec- 
ted in such county to the state and 
national convention of each party. 


On or before the ninth Saturday pre- 


ceding each primiry the chairman of 
the county committee of each party 
shall send to the county eommisioners 
of such county a written notice setting 
forth the names of all psrty offices to 
ba filed by election at the ensuing pri- 
mary. 


Upon recsipt o* such notices, and be- 


ginning within one week th3reaft:r,the 
county commissioners shall publish 
the number of delegates to be elected 
to the s'.ate and national conventions 
of each party, with the names of all 
offices for which nominations are to be 
made, or candidates for the party 
offices to be e'ecied within the county 
at the ensuing primary, at least once 
each week for three successive weeks 
in two newspapers of general eireulatir n 
within the county. Wherever such 
course is possible, such newspapers cs 
far as practicable shall be representa- 
tive of different politicsl parties. 


Official primary ballots for each 


party shall be prepared by the csusty 
commissioners. These ballots shall be 
printed on white paper of ua'form 
quality, and shall be uniform in s:z>, 
style of printing and general appear- 
ance. Oi the back of such ballotsball 
be printed in prominent type the name 
of the party, with these instructions; 


"Make a cross (X) in the tquare to 


the right of each candidate fcr whom 
you wish to vote. If you desire to 
vote for a person whose name is not 
on the ballot write or paste his name 
in the blank space provided for that 
purpose." 


The primaries shall be conducted by 


the regular election boards elected un- 
der existing laws, who Ehill receive 
one-half the compensation for their 
services that they receive at elections. 
Inspectors of elections shall have the 
right to appoint clerks to assist them 
as at elections, who shall also receive 
cn;-half the compensation that clerks 
receive for such services at elections. 


The polls shall be cpen between 2 p. 


m. and 8 p. m. All persons licensed 
to sell liquor shall bs compelled to 
keep their places closed on primary 
election days between 1 p m aid 9 p. 
m. 


No elector shall be permitted to re- 


ceive any assistance in marking his 
ballot, unless he shall first 
make 


affidavit that he cannot reid the names 
on the ballot, or by reason of physical 
disability he is unable to mark his 
ballot. 


The expenses of the primaries shall 


be paid by the S ;ate. 


The qualifications of electors en- 


titled to vote at a primary ihjll bs the 
same as the qualifiest'ona of electors 
entitled to vote at elections. 


Bach elector shall have the right to 


receive the ballot of the pirty for 
which he asks. I! he is challenged 
he shall be rt quired to make rav,h or 
affirmatkn that at the next prtcteMog 
general e'eetion, »t which he voted, 
he voted lor a msjTHy of the csndi- 
dites of the party for whose ballot he 
asks.

and the tortoise after his kind." These 
came under the designation of unclean. 


But people have abstained from eat- 


ing kinds of flesh which could not be 
called unclean. For eiample, the people i 
of Thebes, as Herodotus tells us, ab- j 
stained from sheep. What is the mat- 
ter with mutton chops? Then, the an- 
cients used to abstain from certain 
vegetables. Indeed, the Eomans sneer- 
ed at those Egyptians who did not dare 
to ent onions, leeks or garlic, and yet 
the Romans themselves were supersti- 
tious about what they ate or what they 
Bhould avoid eating. 


In his "Roman Questions" Plutarch 


asks, "Why do tho Latins abstain 
strictly from the Ccsh of the woodpeck- 
er?" In order to answer Plutarch's 
question correctly It is necessary to 
have some idea of the peculiar custom 
and belief called "totcmlsm." There i9 
a stage of society In which people claim 
descent from and kinship with beasts, 
birds, vegetables and other objects. 
This object, which is a "totem," or 
family mark, they religiously abstain 
from eating. Tbe members of the tribe 
are divided into clans or stocks, each 
of which takes the name of some ani- 
mal, plant or object, as the bear, the 
buffalo, the woodpecker, the asparagus, 
and so forth. No member of the bear 
family would dare to eat bear meat, 
but he has no objection to eating buf- 
falo steak. 
Even the marriage law Is 


based on this belief, and no man whose 
family name Is Wolf may marry a wo- 
man whose family name Is also Wolf. 


In a general way It may be said that 


almost all our food prohibitions spring 
from the extraordinary custom gen- 
erally called toterulsm. Mr. Swan, who 
was a missionary for many years In 
the Kongo Fr»e State, thus describes 
the custom: If I were to ask the Yeke 
people why they do not eat zebra flesh, 
they would reply, "Chijila"—1. e., "It Is 
a thing to which we have an antipa- 
thy," or, better, "It Is one of the things 
which our fathers taught us not to eat" 
Bo it seems the word "bashllang" 
means "the people who have an an- 
tipathy to the- leopard;" the "basha- 
lamba," "those who have an antipathy 
to the dog," and the "bashilaulanzefu," 
"those who have an antipathy to the 
elephant." 
In other words, the mem- 


bers of these stocks refuse to eat their 
totems, tie zebra, the leopard and the 
elephant, from which they take their 
names. 


The survival of antipathy to certain 


foods was found among people as 
highly civilized as the Egyptians, the 
Greeks and the Romans. Quite a list 
of animals whose flesh was forbidden 
might be drawn up. For example, to 
old Egypt the sheep could not be eaten 
In Thebes, nor the goat In Mendes, nor 
the cat In Bubastls, nor the crocodile 
at Ombos, nor the rat, which was sa- 
cred to Ra, the sun god. However, the 
people of one place had no scruples 
about eating the forbidden food of an- 
other place, and this often led to re- 
ligious disputes and bad blood. 


Among the vegetables tabooed 


food by the Egyptians may be men- 
tioned the onion, the garlic and the 
leek. Luclan says that the Inhabitants 
of Peluslum adored the onion. Accord- 
Ing to Pliny, the Egyptians used to 
swear by the leek and the onion. Juve- 
nal pokes fun at those who thought It 
a sin to eat them. He exclaims, "Surely 
a very religious nation and a blessed 
peace where every garden is overrun 
with gods!" 


The survivals of totemism among tha 


ancient Greeks are very Interesting. 
Families named after animals and 
plants were not uncommon. One Athe- 
nian genus, the loxidac, had for its 
ancestral plant tne asparagus. 
We 


may be sure that this plant was tabooed 
as food to every man, woman and child 
o£ the loildae.—New York Post

Gigantic Spiral* of Mineral Fash- 


ioned So Mathematically n» to Be 
Easily Mistaken nt First Glance 
For "Works of Art. 


Nobody knows vdth certainty what 


the so called "devil's corkscrews" real- 
ly are. Tbey are found by tens of thou- 
sands In Nebraska, most particularly 
In Sioux county, and some of them are 
as mucli as forty feet In height, without 
counting the gigantic "roots" presently 
to be described. 
Quartz Is the sub- 


stance of which they are made, but 
how they came to be Imbedded, num- 
bers of them together, In the sandstone 
cliffs of that region is more than any- 
body can tell, unless, perhaps, one the- 
ory, to be mentioned later, is to be ac- 
cepted as correct. 


You are traveling, let us say, on 


horseback through that part of the 
country, and, as often happens, you 
see, standing out from the face of a 
sandstone cliff, a gigantic spiral. If, as 
geologists have proved, the sandstone 
rock be chipped away a corkscrew 
shaped thing of quartz is exposed to 
view, fashioned so mathematically as 
to be easily mistakon at first glance 
for a work of art 
Tbe white spiral 


may be free, as a sculptor would say, 
or, In other cases, may be twined about 
a sort of asls, as a vine would run 
around a vertical pole. 


Somebody awhile ago gave to these 


spirals the name "devil's corkscrews" 
for want of a better and as expressive 
of the mystery of their origin. 
Scien- 


tists discussed them In vain, and many 
theories were formed In regard to them. 
There were authorities who declared 
they were fossil b-irrowa excavated in 
tertiary t'rr.es by gophers of a huge 
and extinct species. Aud, to confirm 
this notion, the bones of some burrow- 
Ing animal were actually found Imbed- 
ded in the substance of one of the 
"screws." 
This seemed to settle the 


matter for awhile, until the controversy 
was started again by the discovery of 
the osseous remains, under like condi- 
tions, of a small deer. 
Nobody could 


assert that a deer was ever a burrow- 
Ing animal, and so that notion had to 
be abandoned. 


Other theorists declared that the "fos- 


sil twisters," as some folks called them, 
represented the prehistoric borings of 
gigantic worms that lived In the very 
long ago. 
Yet others suggested that 


they were petrified vines, though It was 
difficult to explain bow or why the 
"poles" on which the alleged Tinea 
seemed In many cases to have been 
trained had been> BO admirably pre- 
served, or, for that matter, originally 
erected. 


In the midst of so many contradictory 


theories the problem seemed likely to 
defy solution Indefinitely. The one that 
held out longest and gained most ad- 
herents was that of the extinct gophers. 
It accounted for the "root"—a shape- 
less appendage often nearly as big as 
the "twister" itself and attached to tha 
lower end of the latter—which obvious- 
ly, as It seemed, had been the neat of 
the rodent animal, the "corkscrew" rep- 
resenting the spiral hole by which It 
made Its way to the surface of the 
ground. What could possibly be more 
easy to comprehend? 


Professor E. H. Barbour, however, 


has declared—and his decision Is ac- 
cepted provisionally until somebody 
offers a better—that the corkscrews are 
of vegetable origin. They are, he as- 
serts, the fossil remains of ancient 
water weeds of gigantic size, which. 
grew millions of years ago on the bot- 
tom of a vast sheet of water that cov- 
ered all of Nebraska. These must have 
been the bl?gest aquatic plants that 
ever existed, and when tbe huge lake 
that overflowed the region in question 
dried up the remains of many of the 
plants were left behind buried In the 
accumulated detritus at the bottom. 


In the course of time—ages after the 


bottom of the ancient lake had been 
converted Into solid rock—rivers plow- 
ed their way through the land, cutting 
this way and that and exposing to tho 
view of the modern traveler on the 
faces of the cliffs the fossil casts of the 
prehistoric water weeds just as tbey 
stood when they grew hundreds of 
thousands and probably millions of 
years ago. Their tissues were replaced 
as tbey decayed by silica from the wa- 
ter, particle by particle, and thus, as If 
by magical means, their 
likenesses 


have been preserved for the wonder 
and admiration of the present surviv- 
ors on the earth. 


Such is the theory now pretty well 


accepted by scientists in regard to the 
origin of the "fo-sil corkscrews." Pos- : 


sibly it is not correct, but if otherwise j 
there is room for the exercise of any- | 
body's imagination in the consideration 
of this veritable romance of the an- 
cient history of the world.—New Yorlc j 
Herald.
